The example of performance by 


some very highly paid captains of 
American Industry tends to disturb 
the economic theory that every man 
ought to be paid what he Is worth to 
his employer. 


This question has become a serious 


one with the high organization and 
vast concentration of Industry. The 
talent required for directing,these 
huge social machines in rare. It can 
command Its own price. Meanwhile 
the service It can render Is so Imme- 
diately lucrative that employers do 
not count their money In compensat- 
ing It. These converging tendencies 
have gone so far that salaries of $100,. 
1000 a year are common and larger 
salaries are not unknown. 


Men like this are highly paid as an 


Incident of their Inheritance of In 
dustrlal property. This is unjust, of 
course, but It is not an economic In 
Jury If they have sense enough not to 
meddle with affairs they are unlit for. 
The real harm Is done when a man of 
extraordinary talent for affairs Is sud- 
denly lifted out of his natural envir- 
onment and surrounded with the de- 
moralizing Influences of unaccustomed 
wealth. 


Such a man Is In danger of losing 


not only his moral character, which 
concerns only himself, his family and 
friends, but his business efficiency, 
which is of value to the whole world. 
The striking examples of this in the 
successive presidents of the steel trust 
are repeated on a small scale all over 
the country.

Much of the city of 
Casablanca Is practically In ruins as a

ed tho lire of their guns on that port 
of Casablanca with the object of end- 
ing tho extensive looting In which the 
Moors were reveling. The bodies of 
those killed In the recent lighting have 
since been piled up In the streets and 
arc being burned as quickly as possi- 
ble. 


Four battalions of Spanish Infantry 


with rapid lire guns which have been 
Btatloned at Algeclras, near Gibraltar, 
havo been ordered to proceed to Mo- 
rocco. 


Steamer Sent to Mazagan.

the British consnl nt Mazagan, a short 
distance southwest of Casablanca, n 
steamer was Friday sent from here to 
that port. 


The Spanish cruiser Rio de la Plata, 


from Cadiz, has arrived at Casablanca 
to reinforce tho International fleet. 


Casablanca Is now In complete pos- 


session of tho French and Spanish 
forces. Of tho former about 2,000 men 
are ashore and others are ready to 
land nt short notice should It be neces- 
sary to send reinforcements. 


The steamer Emir, which left Maz- 


agan Thursday and arrived here Fri- 
day reports that tho town was In a 
perfectly peaceful state when she 
sailed.'*The French cruiser Du Chayla 
was anchored off Mazagan. 


Tell of Horrible Slaughter. 


Horrible details of the slaughter of 


Jews, tho maltreatment of women and 
the pillage and burning of shops at 
Casablanca are told by passengers 
who arrived here by steamer from 
that port. 
They say that after the 


bombardment of the place began both 
the Moorish soldiers and the Arabs re- 
venged themselves on the Inhabitants, 
plundering, killing and burning on all 
sides. They sacked the custom house 
and burned n largo part of the city, 
whoso streets aro so filled with de- 
composing bodies that nn epidemic Is 
threatened. Among the Jews killed 
was a man under the protection of the 
British consulate. 
Ills sisters were 


assaulted and carried off by Moors. 


Many feats of heroism both by 


French and Spanish sailors are re- 
counted. 


Tribesmen Beaten Off.

Tho world whom the man has com- 
monly known as Colonel Allkhanoff 
and has regarded us u Russian was In 
reality u descendant of tho ancient 
and now almost extinct Avars, and 
•was properly known, before his name 
Russianized, as All Khan. Nearly all 
bin llfo was devoted to tho Russian 
service, chiefly In tho conquest and 


. annexation of Central Asia and the 
futllo advanco upon Drltlxh India, and 
there was probably no other man who 
achieved moro In that than he.

Herat. Those campaigns, which Vor- 
estchugln portrayed In his ghastly 
slaughter pictures, were a fitting com 
plement-to tho campaigns of Genghis 
and Tlmoiir long before in tho same 
quarter of tho g^obo. Then It was the 
same All Khun. Russianized as Colo 
net Allkhanoff, who In the wake of

In 
his later years, as a civil adminis- 
trator, ho displayed all tho unsparing 
ferocity which had marked his cam- 
paigns of conquest, and that he at last 
came to a violent end was only what 
might havo been expected and what 
he himself not improbably regarded 
as his destiny.

Hy tho census of 1900, there wore 


38 cities with a population of more 
than 100,000 each.

cities hud organizations two years 
ago for tho prevention of tuberculosis. 
During tho past two years 11 cities 
havo followed suit and four others 
have provided for organized work; ••"• 


•"In casting about for a method of( 


educating tho public." says the secre- 
tary of the association In Outdoor 
Llfo. "no single means has boon dis- 
covered which has boon as effective 
as that of tho exhibition, which has 
Played a pre-eminent rolo during tho 
Immediate past Iti our national cru- 
sade. 


"To Baltimore, In this country, bo- 


longs tho honor of this Ideu. and when 
later tho national association Joined 
hands with tho Now York committee 
and formed the national exhibition tho 
time was ripe for Its successful prog- 
ress through tho states. 


"Opening In November. 190n, It has 


been shown uninterruptedly In 1C of 
our own cities as well as In Toronto 
and Mexico, and tho testimony Is 
unanimous as to its valuo In tho local 
campaigns.

Our lower Illustration exemplifies what is perhaps tho most popular of 


theso stylos, as It is adapted to many different types, IB cool, pretty and far 
more becoming than a pompadour.

First, after brushing and combing tho hair thoroughly, gather it all up 


with tho comb so that It Is waved loosely front und back, holding It In tho 
loft hand with u long lock of hair at the top.

Blightly curved HO as to raise the hair, and then coll or twist th« hair forward 
and fasten with hairpins. This will leave a smaller piece of hair still hanging. 
Bring this through tho coll and around so that It comes out underneath In 
front, and let It hung down. After fastening tho coll moro tightly, roll thla 
last piece upward on the two front fingers, beginning nt the bottom und twlat- 
Ing toward the head. This will end In a puff slightly smaller than tho ono 
behind It. Fasten this at the on<ln, pull 
out 
loosely. 
Insert 
tho 
back 


comb, and tho coiffure Is complete, unless you wish to add a bow of ribbon 
or velvet on tho right side, or perhaps to secure tho waved side hair better 
with light sldo combs. 
Suited to one with heavy hair IH the truly classic effect shown In the uppor 


Illustration. It Is easy since the hair IH simply parted deeply, puffed at tho 
sides, made Into a "bun" or twisted coll at the buck, und secured with pins 
and three or perhaps four combs.

The suggestion that the eastern for- 


est reserve question be discussed at 
tho session has created much interest 
among prominent men of tho eastern

Appalachian and Whlto 
mountains.

CAMPAIGN ON TO RAISE 


PAY OF OUR SOLDIERS 


W 


ASHINGTON.—Apply nt the re- 
crultlng ofllco early and avoid the 


rush. 


A move IB on foot to Increase the 


pay of United States soldiers and Ball- 
ore, which was ' fixed more than CO 
years ugo, and It was expected that 
when the Increase Is granted there 
will be a rush of recruits. 


It has been generally assumed that 


TJnclo Sam's soldiers wero by far tho 
best paid In tbe world, and that belief 
has In large part been tbe cause of 
the failure of attempts made In the 
past to secure Increases In pay. 


But now. In connection with the sys- 


tematic preparations that are being 
made to lay the subject of "something 
wrong In the army" before congress at 
the next session It has been discover* 
ed that thin belief IB founded In error 
and that several nations are much 
more liberal In the treatment of their 
soldiers than Is tbe United States. 


Tho fact will bo brought to the at- 


tention of congress 
In 
connection 


with the Biibject of a 
general 
In- 


crease in the salaries of both army 
and navy. 


A Canadian sergeant, for instance, 


enters upon his service with a wago 
of ono dollar per day, which Increases 
according to the provisions of the lon- 
gevity laws to $1.2G. 


The American sergeant gets $18 a 


month at first, and the expenses are 
larger than the Canadian non-commis- 
sioned officer, because,of tho consider- 
able difference In the scale of living 
and tho lower tariff rates upon the 
necessities of life In Canada, 


Even Cuba pays her soldiers three

America, nearly $10,000.000 in Imports 
from Africa and about C.000,000 In Im- 
ports from Oceania. Tho United King- 
dom, 
Germany, France, Brazil, Japan, 


British India, Cuba, Italy. Egypt and 
China are tho chief beneficiaries from 
foreign purchases by tbe people of the 
United States. ' 


The largest Increase In Imports from 


one country is from the United King- 


dora, showing a growth of about $37.- 
000,000 over the preceding year. Pig 
iron alone shows an Increase in tbo 
11 months ending with May of nearly 
17,000,000 from the United Kingdom 
alone, pig tin an Increase of $3,500,000 
and cotton cloths, cotton laces, silk, 
crude India rubber nnd manufactures 
of various sorts, as well as many other 
less Important articles, show a consid- 
erable growth. 


From Germany Imports show an ad- 


vance of about $26,000,000. This oc- 
curs chiefly In beet sugar, chemicals, 
kid gloves, silks, knit goods and paper 
manufactures, tho largest single In- 
crease being In sugar, which alone 
shows an Increase In tho 11 months 
ending with May of nearly $6,000,000 
compared with tho immediately pre- 
ceding year.

Gen. 
Rlxey will urge three Impor- 


tant measures, upon which ho is now 
working, and which will later be in- 
corporated In his annual report to be 
submitted to the secretary of the 
navy. Ho will urge in the strongest 
terms possible that congress pass a law 
authorizing the reorganization and en- 
largement of the naval hospital corps, 
the employment of a sufficient number 


of dentists to attend to tho needs of 
tho enlisted men In the service and 
tbo creation of a corps of women 
nurses. In his last report Gen. Rlxoy 
showed, and also when • he appeared 
before tthe house nnd senate naval af- 
fairs committees, that a very large 
percentage of the sickness In tho navy 
was directly attributable to the lack 
of dentists aboard ship and at the 
various naval station^ 
He said he 


considered this one of the most Impor- 
tant matters upon which congress 
could act, as tho whole ability of tho 
sailors properly to perform their du- 
ties was dependent upon their physi- 
cal state.
